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A  few  forward  steps  in  improved  courses  and  new  sub- 
jects available  for  the  coming  year: 

Rural  Education.  The  last  legislature  enacted  a  law  re- 
quiring the  State  Normal  Schools  to  furnish  an  elementary 
and  an  advanced  course  for  the  training  of  teachers  from  the 
rural  schools.  This  law  specifies  that  persons  sixteen  years 
of  age,  having  completed  the  eighth  grade,  are  eligible  to  en- 
ter upon  this  elementary  course  and,  on  completion  of  the 
course,  receive  a  state  certificate,  good  for  three  years  in 
rural  or  village  schools  of  Nebraska.

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(A  first  grade  rural  state  certificate  good  for  3  years  in 
the  rural  and  town  schools  of  Nebraska,  issued  on  completion 
of  this  course.  After  three  years  of  successful  experience, 
the  holder  of  this  certificate  will  be  entitled  to  a  Professional 
Rural  State  Certificate  good  for  life.  To  enter  this  course 
the  student  must  have  completed  the  Elementary  Rural 
Course,  or  its  equivalent,  ninth  an  tenth  grades  of  a  stand- 
ard high  school.) 


Junior  Rural  Certificate  Course. 

Students  who  have  completed  four  years  of  high  school 
work  in  an  approved  school  may  obtain  the  first  grade  rural 
state  certificate  by  attending  the  Kearney  State  Normal 
School  a  minimum  of  36  weeks  and  by  taking  the  following 
courses,  if  not  taken  in  other  schools : 

Rural  Observation,  Methods  and  Practice,  Psychology, 
Rural  Sociology,  Playground,  Agriculture  (1  year),  English 
(1  year),  Manual  Training,  Music,  Domestic  Science,  work  in 
four  common  breaches.  This  may  be  done  in  one  year  and  a 
summer  term. 

Special  Rural  Diploma. 

Those  students  who  desire  to  graduate  from  the  school, 
doing  two  years  of  college  work,  may  secure  the  usual  di- 
ploma of  the  school  and,  in  addition,  may  secure  the  Special 
Rural  Diploma.  This  special  diploma  qualifies  for  work  in 
rural  schools;  principalships  of  rural  high  schools  and  town 
schools,  principalships  of  consolidated  schools,  county  super- 
intendents, rural  leaders,  and  teachers  of  high  school  normal 
training. 


INCREASED  DEMAND  FOR  SENIOR  COLLEGE. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  senior  college  work  by 
those  who  have  completed  the  junior  college  course  and  received 
the  diploma.  During  the  summer  session  of  1917,  there  were 
enrolled  nearly  one  hundred  graduates  of  the  two  year  course 
and  at  least  one  representative  from  every  class  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school.  Ten  of  these  completed  the  full  four 
years  of  college  work  and  received  the  college  degree  at  the 
close  of  the  summer  term. 
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Plans  to  Meet  this  Demand. 

To  meet  this  demand,  several  courses  of  study  have  been 
and  are  being  carefully  adjusted,  as  follows : 

Physical  Science,  (a).  There  has  been  added  a  third  year 
of  Chemistry — Qualitative  Analysis.  A  more  extended  study 
of  General  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  a  working  out  of  the 
principles  and  plan  of  analysis  of  metals.  Prerequisite,  Chem- 
istry I  and  II.  Five  hours,  (b).  Physics  has  been  made  to 
meet  the  demand  of  all  students  of  full  college  standing  en- 
tering college  with  or  without  having  had  elementary  physics. 
(c).  A  course  in  Methods  in  Applied  Science  is  added. 

Biological  Science  and  Agriculture.  A  college  course  in 
B@tany  is  arranged  to  serve  all  fully  accredited  college  stu- 
dents, with  or  without  secondary  Botany. 

Earth  Science.  A  course  in  Industrial  Geography  has 
been  added. 

English.  Greater  emphasis  is  given  to  Oral  English,  Jour 
nalism,  Public  Speaking  and  Dramatic  work.  The  fine  new 
auditorium,  with  its  exceptional  equipment,  is  a  great  aid  in 
the  development  of  the  work  of  this  department. 

Spanish.  The  great  demand  for  this  subject  during  the 
last  summer  session  necessitates  its  addition  to  the  curri- 
culum. Classes  in  French  will  also  be  organized  when  the  de- 
mand is  sufficient. 

Education.  This  work  is  strengthened  by  added  labora- 
tory and  library  equipment,  improved  plans  for  study  and 
teaching. 

Art.     Courses   have   been   improved   and   much   material 

added. 

Public  School  Music.  In  the  spacious  rooms  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  new  auditorium,  all  the  work  in  Music,  including 
piano,  voice,  band  and  orchestra,  has  greater  opportunity  for 
growth,  both  in  numbers  and  in  stronger  and  better  work. 

Commercial  Work.  In  the  new  quarters  for  this  depart- 
ment, greater  facilities  than  ever  before  are  offered  for  all 
desiring  this  line  of  work. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  in  Penmanship,  so  popu- 
lar in  the  past,  greater  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  prepara- 
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tion  of  teachers  and  students  in  the  Palmer  Method  so  much 
in  demand. 

History,  Government  and  Economics.  Added  equipment 
enables  this  department  to  offer  new  courses  of  still  greater 
service  to  teachers. 

Household  Economics.  Courses  have  been  strengthened, 
equipment  added,  and  increased  effort  made  to  have  this  work 
render  greater  service.  The  questions  of  the  conservation  of 
food,  general  economy,  and  better  living  conditions,  are  es- 
pecially studied. 

Manual  Training.  Enlarged  quarters,  improved  and  in- 
creased equipment,  and  more  practical  application  to  useful 
projects  all  lead  to  a  greater  service. 


OTHER  ADDITIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  Training  School.  There  is  now  being  prepared  for 
this  department  a  course  of  study  based  upon  a  shorter  inter- 
val between  classes  than  the  entire  year,  thus  enabling  the  in 
dividual  needs  of  the  child  to  receive  more  careful  attention. 
A  greater  effort  is  also  made  to  train  teachers  for  school  or- 
ganization and  management  as  well  as  methods  of  teaching. 

The  Library.  Care  in  the  selection  of  books,  furniture 
and  equipment  has  resulted  in  a  first  class  library,  freelv 
used  by  faculty  and  students.  Much  attention  has  also  been 
given  to  the  building  up  of  a  good  rural  school  library  and 
a  collection  of  pictures  suitable  for  rural  schools.  All  stu- 
dents are  required  to  take  one  semester  hour  of  work  in  Li- 
brary Methods,  for  which  full  credit  is  allowed.  The  object 
of  this  course  is  not  to  train  librarians,  but  to  prepare  the 
prospective  teacher  to  more  intelligently  direct  pupils  in  the 
use  of  the  library  in  the  public  schools.^  A  Library  Hand 
Book  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  students  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year. 

Physical  Education.  With  the  completion  of  a  modern 
gymnasium,  there  is  being  organized  a  department  of  physical 
education.  Well  trained,  experienced  instructors  capable  of 
doing  corrective  and  constructive  work,  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  department. 

The  Dean  of  Women  devotes  her  entire  time  to  looking 
after  the  welfare  of  students.  The  young  people  are  care- 
fully directed;  they  are  located  in  only  such  homes  as  have 
been  visited  by  the  Dean  of  Women  and  placed   on  the   ap- 
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proved  list,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  surround  them  with 
the  best  influences. 

Homes  For  Christian  Organisations.  Each  of  the  three 
Christian  Organizations  is  provided  with  a  spacious  room  to 
be  used  for  rest,  study,  and  meetings  which  are  so  beneficial  to 
the  general  welfare  of  the  school  and  school  work. 

The  Dormitory  provides  an  excellent  home  for  about 
eighty  young  women.  The  furniture  is  comfortable,  of  good 
style  and  excellent  grade.  The  young  women  arc  under  the 
direction  of  a  skilled  hand  who  looks  after  every  need. 

The  Boarding  Department.  The  excellent  service  ren- 
dered by  those  in  charge  of  this  department  makes  it  an  ideal 
place  to  board.  Good  food,  prepared  under  the  most  sanitary 
conditions,  is  offered  to  students  at  the  lowest  possible  price. 

The  Heating  Plant  is  being  enlarged  and  improved  for 
added  service  in  keeping  all  buildings  comfortable  in  the 
coldest  and  most  unfavorable  weather. 

The  New  Auditorjum  proves  a  great  aid  to  all  lines  of 
school  work.  It  is  beautiful  in  interior  decoration,  well  fur- 
nished, and  equipped  with  one  of  the  best  moving  picture 
machines  that  could  be  secured.  Educational  films  will  be 
shown  free  during  the  year. 

The  New  Gymnasium,  nearing  completion,  is  to  be  equip- 
ped in  the  best  possible  manner  to  care  for  the  physical  life 
and  development  of  students.  The  building  is  planned  to 
furnish  a  center  for  the  social  life  of  the  school. 

The  Athletic  Field  has  been  enlarged,  and  regular  athletic 
meets  for  surrounding  schools  will  be  held  here. 


STUDY  CENTER  WORK. 

In  any  place  where  ten  or  more  persons  will  organize  a 
class,  decide  upon  the  subject  or  subjects  to  be  pursued,  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  Kearney  State  Normal  School 
will  be  sent  to  plan  the  course,  furnish  outlines,  meet  the 
class  at  stated  intervals,  and  conduct  examinations.  Due 
credit  will  be  given  for  work  successfully  completed.  These 
credits  will  apply  on  regular  courses  in  the  school  after 
matriculation.     The  only  cost  to  classes  is  the  traveling  and 
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hotel  expenses  of  the  faculty  member  in  charge  of  the  work. 
The  following  subjects  will  be  offered  for  study  center  work, 
providing'  necessary  laboratory  or  other  equipment  is  avail- 
able : 

1.  State  Reading  Circle  subjects. 

2.  Education : — Psychology,  Theory  of  Education,  Child 
Study,  Adolescence,  School  Supervision. 

3.  Rural  Education: — rSchool  Organization  and  Manage- 
ment, Economics,  Sociology,  Community  Leadership,  Princi- 
ples and  Methods  of  Teaching. 

4.  English :— The  Novel,  Public  Speaking,  Journalism, 
Nineteenth  Century,  Juvenile  Literature,  Rural  School  Litera- 
ture, Expression,  Shakespeare,  Short  Story. 

5.  History : — American,  English,  Roman,  Greek,  Gov- 
ernment, Economics,  Grade  History. 

6.  Physical  Sciences: — Physics,  General  Science,  Chem- 
istry, Methods  in  Science. 

7.  Biological  Science  and  Agriculture : — Botany,  Nature 
Study,.  Bird  Study,  Zoology,  Agriculture.  Animal  Husbandry, 
(Horses,  Cattle,  Sheep,  Poultry),  Farm  Management.

Methods  in  Language,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  History, 
General  Science,  Primary,  Hand  Work,  Plays  and  Games. 

Inspirational  Conferences  or  Lectures  on  topics  of  school 
organization,  management,  teaching,  or  any  topic  bearing  upon 
the  interests  of  school  or  home ;  parent-teacher  meetings,  com- 
munity interests,  farmers'  institutes-,  grange  meetings,  wo- 
men's clubs.  We  are  glad  to  plan  one-day  Saturday  meet- 
ings, or  a  series  of  these,  in  a  county,  where  one  or  two  in- 
structors may  go  and  present  two  subjects;  to  illustrate — The 
County  Superintendent  may  divide  her  teachers  into  two 
groups,  either  rural  and  graded,  or  lower  grades  and  upper 
grades.  Two  subjects,  as  arithmetic  and  language,  may  each 
be  presented  to  each  group  for  one  hour  or  an  hour  and  a 
half;  after  this  an  inspirational  address  on  a  general  educa- 
tional topic  may  be  given  to  all  assembled.  This  plan  of  work 
is  very  effective,  as  the  help  and  inspiration  are  carried  di- 
rectly into  the  schools  of  the  county  on  Monday  morning  and 
immediate  results  obtained.  Let  us  assist  you  in  rendering  a 
better  service  to  your  people. 
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
